1. ACCORDING OFFICIAL ANTARA REPORT JANUARY 13, FONMIN 
MALIK INDICATED SUNADY NIGHT ON HIS RETURN TO JAKARTA THAT 
MARSHAL THANOM WOULD NOT BE WELCOME IN INDONESIA IF HE ASKED 
TO RESIDE HERE. 

2. EARLIER. FONDEPT HAD INDICATED THAT IF THANOM WERE TO
